More than a dollar? Yes, for every 
dollar they give Mannerheim, the World- 
Telegram promises them hundreds of ‘dol- 
lars in war profits. But this is only a small 
part of the returns on the investment. By 
financing Mannerheim, the wealthy see 
visions of preventing the Finnish people 
from overthrowing their oppressors and 
establishing real independence, They see 
the possibility of preventing the Soviet 
Union from securing its own borders—for 
they know that the defeat of the Soviet 
Union would mean the strengthing of re- 
action here at home. Above all, they see 
in the Mannerheim campaign, a way to 
plunge this country into war and to drive 
American youth to a gaping grave in No- 
Man’s Land. 

The World-Telegram appeals directly 
to those plutocrats “who have been loud- 
est in their hate of Communism,” because 
“they have the most to lose.” But the 
American people know what this “hate 
of Communism” means. It is hatred, in 


the first place, for the trade union move- 
ment, for high wages, shorter hours, un- 
employment insurance, old age pensions 
and WPA. | 

To these Tories, the Mannerheim Re- 
lief Drive is indeed “something in the na- 
ture of a bargain.” The war hysteria, 
which is being whipped up to support Man- 
nerheim, offers the open-shoppers a 
«*smoke-screen behind which to knife ail 
those social advances of the people which 
they have always attacked as “Commu- 
nism. ”

The Mannerheim Relief Drive is just 
like the financial campaigns of Frank 
Gannett’s so-called Committte to Uphold 
the Constitution, or the drives of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
the duPont American Liberty League of 
1936. The exploitation and brutality, 
which these organizations have attempted 
to organize on a national scale, the Man- 
nerheim Relief Drive is intended to perpe- 
trate on an international scale. Manner- 
heim is an international mercenary in the 
pay of the capitalists of the world.

Officials of the anti-trust division 
have attempted to explain away this 
record of inaction by pointing to 
their lack of adequate funds. 

Next year’s appropriation makes 
it practically inevitable that the di- 
vision’s inactivity. in the fact of 
widespread profiteering will become 
chronic. 


ARNOLD HITS TRUST CURBS 


When Arnold testified recently be- 
fore the monopoly Committee, he 
said that he opposed legislation to 
curb profiteering and stated that 
he favored vigorous enforcement of 
the anti-trust laws as the real rem- 
edy for the situation. 

The point is, however, that there 
has been no enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws in connection with 
profiteering and as a result of the 
proposed cut in the budget there 
isn’t much change that there will 
be next year. 

In other words, Arnold and his 
superiors in the Administration 
have closed the door on the only 
two government methods of dealing 
with the problem,of profiteering: 
legislation and enforcement of the 
anti-trust act. 


For the current year the division 
has had an appropriation of §1,- 
300,000. The $1,200,000 recommend- 
ed by the budget bureau is a cut 
of $100,000 from this amount. 

To complete 53 cases now in liti- 


gation and to tackle 30 new cases 
which have been prepared, the di- 
vision would need a total of $6,- 
000,000. This would simply take 
care of current business and would 
not give the division opportunity 
to go into new fields. 

In making his request for a new 
appropriation, Arnold bowed to the 
“economy” wave which is sweeping 
the Administration and asked for 
only $2,300,000. Even this modest 
demand was, however, slashed to 
pieces. 

The appropriation recommended 
by the Budget Bureau will mean 
that the division will have to drop 
many of its current ccses, and be 
very gravely hampered in making 
a feeble stab at profiteering.

It was the first experience of 
cavalry divisions into 
such a large unit as an Army. 
The history of wars can point to 
the large masses of cavalry em- 


| ployed by Napoleon, who possessed 


Murat’s cavalry; but there never 
was a cavalry army as a single 
military organization. Nor was 
there anything written about it 
in scientific works. 

But this did not worry Stalin; 
he was convinced that the estab- 
lishment of the cavalry army was 
of tremedous importance for un- 
dertaking devastating maneuvers. 
Despite the resistance of Trotzky 
and his underlings, Comrade 
Stalin established the Cavalry 
Army. 

He understood full well that the 
enemy had to be routed by the 
same means as he himself used. 
At that time Denikin possessed 
large masses of cavalry and it was 
necessary to counter them with a 
similar force. 

In November, 1919, by a decision 
of the Revolutionary Military 
Council of the Southern Front, 
with Stalin taking a direct part, 
the Cavalry Army was organized. 
As everybody knows, it splendidly 
justified the hoves placed on it by 
its organizer, Comrade Stalin.

In July, 1920, Comrade Stalin 
was presented with a sword bear- 
ing the following inscription. “The

My visit to the land of social- 
realization of my 


country of dauntiess miners, il-

The echo of the proletarian 
revolution rang throughout the 
world, plunging the bourgeoisie 
into fear and raising millions of 
the masses of slaves of capital- 
ism to revolutionary struggle. 

The fiery slogans of the Bol- 
shevik Party which called the op- 
pressed to “the last decisive bat- 
tle” evoked a profound response 
among the proletarian masses of 


Spain, separated from Russia by 


thousands of miles. 

The workers and peasants of 
Spain were anxious to cast off 
the yoke of feudalism and of the 
brutal oppression of the bour- 
geoisie which seized everything 
with a frenzied avidity for 
profits. 

“SOCIALISTS” BETRAYED 

The Spanish workers wanted to 
pursue the revolutionary path, the 


path leading to their emancipa- 


tion. But at the head of the 
Spanish proletariat stood the op- 
portunists, rotten to the core. 


Besteiro, Largo Caballero, Prieto, 


who even in those days sought to 
harness the working class to the 
chariot of “the liberal” and “re- 
publican” bourgeoisie, were un- 
able to lead the revolutionary 
struggle of the workers. 

There was no Communist Party 
then. If it had been properly or- 
ganized, the struggle of the work- 
ing class might have led to pro- 
found changes in the political and 
economic life of the country. But

The Basque country and the 
Asturias occupied an honorable 
place in this struggle, particu- 
larly the Asturias where the 
movement developed into an arm- 
ed clash with reaction. For many 
@ays the workers courageously 
held out against frenzied govern- 
ment forces dispatched to crush 
the revolutionary masses. 

These hard fought and severe 
battles which served as an ex- 
pression of the revolutionary will 
of the Spanish working people 
who sought to follow the same 
road as that of the revolutionary 
country in the east of Europe, 
were lost because of the Social- 
ist and anarchist leaders. 

But among the oppressed 
masses the feeling of solidarity 
and affection, for the Bolshevik 
Party and its people who led the 
great struggle on one sixth of 
the earth’s surface, the struggle

pable of destroying the savage re- 
gime of capitalist slavery. 
DREAM OF ALL 


It is understandable that the 
desire to see the land of freedom, 
the land of sovialism, to see the 
people who desired a _ great 
triumphant Socialist Revolution, 
lived in the heart of every Span- 
ish worker and every Spanish 
peasant, 
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dates back to 1938 when I attended the 13th Plenum of the 
Executiye Committee of the Communist International as @ 
delegate of the Communist Party of Spain. 
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To see Stalin, to hear 
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Stalin, was the ardent desire and 
dream of all. 


It was this -feeling that I 
brought with me to the Soviet 
Union. I was one of the lead- 
ers of the Communist Party of 
Spain and had accumulated ex- 
perience in struggle; I should 
have understood that importan* 
as it is to see Stalin, it is far more 
important to be able to learn 
from Stalin. None the less I must 
admit frankly that I arrived in 
the Soviet Union precisely with 
the desire to see Stalin, a desire 
which permeated millions of men 
and women in all countries, a de- 
sire which completely enveloped 
my feelings and thoughts. 

And I saw Stalin ...tI saw 
him at the 17th Congress of the 
Bolshevik Party ... on the ros- 
trum of the Congress. I saw not 
Joseph Stalin but the leader of 
the world proletariat, a man who 
is feared and hated by the bour- 
geoisie, but loved by millions of 
people, a leader of the Bolshevik 
Party who by his steel will rallied 
the energy of the workers ani 
peasants and succeeded in mov- 
ing them forward like a mighty 
avalanche which swept away 4l! 
obstacles on the difficult and 
winding road to socialism. 

In Stalin, I say, the revolution- 
ary leader was like an eagle 
raised to the heights of Marxist 
science, who always found the 
correct solution in the most dif- 
ficult and complicated situations. 


STALIN GIVES CONFIDENCE 


And seeing Stalin, seeing his 
calmness 
with which he, like an experi- 
enced helmsman, weathered all 
the storms inflicted by capitalism 
upon the Land of Soviets, as 
never before I was imbued with 
renewed confidence in the vic- 
torious outcome of the struggle, 
confidence in the ability and 
revolutionary might of.the mass- 
es, confidence in the final vic- 
tory of Communism over the 
capitalist system. 

When you see Stalin, you are 
moved by the desire to speak to 
him with open heart, to tell him 
all your thoughts and feelings, 
confident that Stalin will under- 
stand, for Stalin's humanity is 
like his greatness and bis genius 
as a revolutionary leader. 

Better than any writer or 
biographer, the people them- 
selves express the significance of 
Stalin, when in the words of their 
rank and file representatives, they 
say, “For us Stalin is more than 
our own father.” 

I saw Stalin—and when I re- 
turned from the Soviet Union to 
resume the struggle in semi- 
feudal Spain, I was filled with 
pride at having seen Stalin. This 
pride predominated over all other 
feelings of joy, hope and satis- 
faction which a visit to the So- 
viet Union arouses in every revo- 
lutionary coming from a capital- 
ist country. 

To learn from Stalin, to be a 
true disciple of Stalin, to be 
worthy of the gre?t leader of the 
Bolshevik Party and the world 
proletariat—this became my de- 
termined aim. 

And when grim and difficult 
days of severe battles arrived for 
us, when sombre tlack clouds 
menaced our people, the example 
of Stalin raised our spirits and 
in it we sought energy to sur- 
mount all difficulties and over- 
come all our shortcomings.

Sumner Welles Very Well 


¢ Sumner Welles comes off very lamely 
indeed in his debate with Premier Molotov 
on the subject of the relations of Cuba to 
the United States. 

Molotov had merely remarked that the 
Wall Street imperialist gang ought to take 
their hands off Cuba and the Philippines be- 
fore weeping crocodile tears about “inde- 
pendence” of Finland. Finland’s indepen- 
dence was being saved from the Manner- 
heim-Ryti clique, Molotov pointed out, while 
the imperialists here have been robbing the 


“Cuban people of theirs. 


Sumner Welles made a speech trying to 
prove that Wall Street really loves the Cu- 
ban people and that American imperialism 
has always had a tender regard for the na- 
tional independence of Cuba. That will get 
a big laugh down in Cuba. It will also cause 
smiles throughout Latin and South America 
where the name of Sumner Welles has been 
hated for some time as linked with the most 
brutal financial interests of Wall Street. 

In his glib references to “Soviet atroci- 
ties at Helsinki,” Mr. Welles ignores his own 
U. S. Minister to Finland whose official re- 
port the State Department refute Mr. 
Welles. The American Minister to Finland 
did not see any of these phony “atrocities” — 
he was there. 

Sumner Welles, defended the National 
City Bank’s investments in Cuba during the 
bloody Machado regime. It was for the 
profits of the National City Bank that the 
Cuban workers and peasants were shot 
down. — 

He has typified the long intervention of 
Wall Street banks and sugar companies in 
the affairs of the Cuban people. He is the 
personification of the hated Dollar Diploma- 
cy. With the end of the Machado regime, 
the Cubans demanded Sumner Welles’ recall.

The Times Discovers 
A New ‘Right’ 
¢ The New York Times has invented a 
new section to the Bill of Rights, called the 
“right not to listen.” And in the name of this 
“right not to listen” it applauds the drive to 
deny college students the right to hear Ear! 
Browder’s views on peace. 

To put across this piece of sleight-of- 
hand, the Times pretends that Earl Browder 


has invited himself to speak at various col- . 


leges and has demanded that the students 
be compelled to listen to him whether they 
want to or not. 

This is the usual type of New York Times 
trickery. Everyone knows that Browder has 
not been applying for permission to speak at 
the colleges, but that student groups have in- 
vited him. And when a club invites Browder 
to appear before it, nobody, of course, is 
compelled to attend or listen. It is as if a 
permit for a street meeting -were to be de- 
nied on the ground that it would infringe 
upon the sacred right of the passers-by “not 
to listen.” 

The press has made a desperate but un- 
successful effort to pass off the struggle of 
the students for the right to hear Browder 
as some kind of college prank. The truth of 
the matter is that the youth in American 
colleges want to hear Browder because they 
are eager to hear what he has to say on the 
subject of peace. They are not content to 
swallow without question the views ladled 
out to them by Mr. Sulzberger of the New 
York Times. They know that the Times 
fooled their fathers about the last war. They 
are trying to think for themselves and their 
suspicion mounts when the authorities try 
to dictate what views a may or may not 
hear.

STYLE IN WORK 


——$ By JOSEPH STALIN 


We print below “Style in Work,” 
the ninth and last chapter of 
Stalin's classic work, “Founda- 
tions of Leninism,” which is of 
especial interest to the American 
public. 


I am not referring to literary 
style. What I have in mind is style 
in work, that which is specific and 
peculiar in the practice of Lenin- 
ism which creates the special type 
of Leninist worker. Leninism is a 
school of theory and practice which 
trains a special type of Party and 
state worker, creates a special Len- 
inist style In work. What are the 
characteristic features of this style? 
What are its peculiarities? 


It has two specific features: (a) 
the Russian revolutionary sweep 
and (b) American efficiency. The 
style of Leninism is a combination 
of these two specific features in 
Party and state work. 

The Russian revolutionary sweep 
is an antidote to inertness, routine, 
conservatism, mental stagnation 
Slavish submission to ancestral tra- 
ditions. The Russian revolutionary 
sweep is the life-giving force which 
stimulates thought, impels things 
forward, breaks the past and. opens 
up perspectives. Without it no 
progress is possible. But there is 
every chance of it degenerating in 
practice into empty “revolutionary” 
Manilovism if it is not combined 
with American efficiency in work. 
Examples of this degeneration are 
only too numierous. Who does not 
know the disease of “revolutionary” 
improvization and “revolutionary” 
plan concocting, which springs from 
the belief “in the power of decrees 
to arrange everything and reform 
everything? A Russian writer, I. 
Ehrenbourg, in his story The Per- 


comman (The Perfect Communist 
Man), has portrayed the type. of 
“Bolshevik” afflicted with this “dis- 
ease,” who set himself the task of 
finding a formula for the ideally 


perfect man and... became “sub- 
merged” in this “work.” Some gross 
exaggerations are spun into this 
story, but it certainly gives a cor- 
rect likeness of the disease. But no 
one, I think, has so ruthlessly and 
bitterly ridiculed those afflicted 
with this disease as Lenin has done. 
Lenin stigmatized this morbid be- 
lief in improvization and in con- 
cocting decrees as “Communist 
vanity.” 

“Communist vanity,” says Lenin, 
“is characteristic of a man who, 
while still a member of the Com- 
munist Party, not haying yet been 
combed é6ut of it, imagines that 
he can solve all his problems by 
issuing Communist decrees.” (Se- 
lected Works, Vol. IX, p. 273.) 

Lenin usually contrasted hollow 
“revolutionary” phrase - mongering 
with plain everyday work, thus em- 
phasizing that “revolutionary” im- 
provization is repugnant to the 
spirit and the letter of true Lenin- 
ism. 

“Fewer pompous phrases, more 
plain everyday work,” says Lenin. 
“Less political fireworks and more 
attention to the simplest but vital 

. facts of Communist construc- 
tion. .. .” (Selected Works, Vol. 
IX, pp. 440, 430.) 

American efficiency, on the other 
hand, is an antidote to “revolution- 
ary” Manilovism and fantastic im- 
provization. American efficiency is 
that indomitable force which 
neither knows nor recognizes ob- 
stacles; which with its business- 
like perseverance brushes aside all 


obstacles; which continues at a task 
once started until it is finshed, even 
if it is a minor task; and without 
which serious constructive work is 
inconceivable. But American effi- 
ciency has every chance of de- 
generating into narrow and un- 
principled commercialism if not 
combined with the Russian revolu- 
tionary sweep. Who has not heard 
of that disease of narrow practical- 
ity and unprincipled commercial- 
ism which has not infrequently 
caused certain “Bolsheviks” to de- 
generate and to abandon the cause 
of the revolution? We find a re- 
flection of this peculiar disease in a 
story by B. Pilnyak, entitled The 
Barren Year, which depicts types of 
Russian “Bolsheviks” of strong will 
and practical determination, who 
“function” very “energetically,” but 
without vision, without knowing 
“what it is all about,” and who, 
therefore, stray from the path of 
revolutionary work. No one has 


. been more incisive in his ridicule 


of this disease of narrow commer- 
cialism than Lenin. He branded it 
as “narrow-minded practicality” 
and “brainless commercialism.” He 
usually contrasted it with vital 
revolutionary work and the neces- 
sity of having a revolutionary per- 
spective in all our daily activities, 
thus emphasizing that this unprin- 
cipled commercialism is as repug- 
nant to true Leninism as “revolu- 
tionary” improvization 

The combination of the Russian 
revolutionary sweep with American 
efficiency is the essenc> of Leninism 
in Party and state work. 

This combination alone produces 
the finished type of Leninist 
worker, the style of Leninism in 
work,
